eight to 14,343. Yernon County, Wis., 
was formerly known as Bad Ax. Min- 
nesota once named a county Toombs, 
then changed it to Andy Johnson, and 
now it appears as Wilkius. North Da- 
kota boasted a county called Gin 
Grass, but it was changed to Wells. 
Twenty-six States have honored Wash- 
ington with a county bearing his 
name; twenty-one States Lav..* a Jeffer- 
son and a Jackson County; Lincoln ap- 
pears In sixteen States. 


Montana has the county with the 


largest area, Custer, which covers 20,- 
4DO square miles; the second largest Is 
San Bernardino County, Cal., with 19,- 
f>47 square miles. Both counties are 
larger than either Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts. Connecticut, Delaware. New 
Hampshire, New Jersey. Rhode Island 
or Vermont. The smallest county Is 
Bristol, R. I., which has only twenty- 
square miles, and Alexandria County, 
Ya., is next, with thirty-two square 
miles. 
Texas has 245 counties, the 


largest number. Delaware has three 
counties and Rhode Island five. Wy- 
oming and Arizona have the unlucky 
number of thirteen pach.

The eggs of some wild birds, Mr. 


True ascertained, are esteemed a deli- 
cacy. Piover eggs are prized in Eng- 
land and Germany, while in this coun- 
try the eggs of sea birds have long 
been gathered for food. On the east- 
ern shore of Virginia eggs of the 
laughing gull are frequently eaten, 
and those of gull, terns and herons 
were a few years ago gathered in 
great quantities along the coast of 
Texas. Thousands of eggs of gulls 
and murres have been gathered an- 
nually on the Farallone Islands, off 
the coast of California. Eggs besides 
those of birds are sometimes eaten. 
Turtle eggs are highly prized in most 
countries where they are abundant. 
Vhc~- were once more commonly eaten 
i.i America than they are now, possi- 
bly owing to the mors abundant sup- 
ply ia former times. The eggs of the 
t';rrapin are usually served with the 
flesh in some of the ways of preparing 
I; for the table. Fish eggs, especially 
those of the sturgeon, are eaten in 
large quantities, preserved with salt, 
under the name of caviar. Shad roe 
is also a familiar example of the use 
of fish eggs as food. 
Mention may 


be also made of the use of the eggs 
of alligators, lizards, serpents and 
some insects, by races who lack the 
prejudices of western nations. How- 
ever, in general, the term eggs, when 
used in connection with food topics, 
refers to the eggs of birds, usually 
domestic poultry. 


The appearance of an egg—the shell 


with its lining of membrane, inclosing 
the white and yolk—is too familiar to 
need any discussion. The physiologi- 
cal structure of the egg is perhaps 
less familiar. A fertile egg contains 
an embryo and is at the same time a 
storehouse of material for the devel- 
opment and growth of the young Indi- 
Tidual from the embryo, until it has 
reached such a stage that life is pos- 
sible outside the narrow limits of the 
shell. The embryo is situated quite 
close to the yolk, which furnishes the 
nutritive material for its early devel- 
opment, the white being used later. 


For convenience birds may be divid- 


ed into two groups—those in which 
the young are hatched full fledged and 
ready, in a great measure, to care for 
themselves, and those in which the 
young are hatched unfledged and en- 
tirely dependent upon the parents. 


Domestic poultry are familiar ex- 


amples of tbe first group: robins and 
sparrows of the second. The eggs of 
the two classes differ materially in 
composition. 
It seems evident that 


more nutritive material is needed pro- 
portionally in the first case than in 
the second, since the growth is con- 
tinued 
In the shell until the bird 


reaches a more advanced stage of de- 
Teiopment. The quite marked differ- 
ences In composition of the two sorts 
of eggs have been shown by chemical 
studies. 


Since in all cases the egg Is de- 


signed to furnish the sole source of 
material for growth and development 
•of the young individual for a consider- 
able time. It Is evident that it mast

Destrtfctire Storm. 


Owing to the fact^ihat part of our edi- 


. tion Jaad already been printed we were 
able to make only a brief mention of the 
destructive *torm which passed over 
this section on Wednesday evening in 
part of last week's paper. 


The heavy downpour of rain began at 


.about 4 o'clock and lasted for H hours, 
during which time the gutters were un- 
able to carry off the water and the streets 
were covered with water from house to 
-house. 
On Carlisle street at Berlin 


street the water was fully five feet deep, 
and at the depot the 4:55 train from Get- 
tysburg plowed through at least 3 feet 
of water for quite a distance 
Much 


damage was done to farm lands, crops 


. and roads by washouts, &c. The wind 


was strong and the lightning vivid and 
incessant. There was also some very 
large hail fell but not enough to do any 
damage. 


Lightning struck the new barn of Cur- 


lis Miller, at Brush Bun, in Monntpleas- 
ant township, two miles west of this 
place, at 4:30, while the family were at 
supper and in a short time the building 
and all of this year's crops, two wagons 
and a binder were consumed. The hors- 
es wej e gotten out but one was so badly 
stunned that considerable difficulty was 
experience in getting him from the burn- 
ing building. The barn was 50x80 feet, 
was built this summer and was not com- 
pleted. The loss is estimated at $2,500, 
with an insurance of $1000. 


The barn on the farm of Samuel Koh- 


ler, near town, was struck by lightning, 
which killed a calf, but did no other 
. damage. 


The different streams overflowed their 


banks in a very short time. 


An Abbotts town correspondent says: 


The storm evidently burst in Pigeon 
Hills, as a wall of water a foot high 
swept down Beaver Creek, which passes 
through Abbottstown, and the water 
rose four feet in one minute the total 
rise being eight feet, turning a peaceful 
little stream of ten feet width into a rag 
iug river five hundred feet wide and 
high above the fence tops. 


George Wolfs tannery was badly dam- 


aged. The widow Molison's house was 
flooded to a depth of two feet.. Hnn- 
. dreds of feet of fenctng, several small 
bridges and many small farming imple- 
ments were swept away. Gardens were 
destroj-ed. Growing grain was damaged 
by wind and rain, corn will be a fifth 
. loss in yield and likewise oats. George 


- Jocobs farm was damaged to the extent 


of a hundred dollars. Many trees were 
blown down and fruit were uprooted. 
Farm buildings were also damaged by 
the wind. Hundreds of chickens, ducks 
and turkeys and several dogs and cats 
were drowned. All roads are badly 
gutted. The total actual damage of var- 
ious natures cannot be learned, but will 
be some thousands of dollars in this sec- 
tion and the adjoining section of York 
county. A farm bell and post and a dog 
house which passed down may indicate 
the destruction of some farm house in 
the Pigeon Hills. 


The storm extended throughout the 


greater part of this county and York 
-<;ountv.

CANADA'S INFANT NAVY 


CONSISTS OF FOURTEEEN VESSELS 


MANNED BY 400 BLUEJACKETS.

The fame of the Northwestern 


Mounted Police of Canada has attract 
<ed considerable attention to a pictur 
esque arm of our northern neighbor's 
tvar department, and since the South 
African war the Canadian regulars 
and volunteers have been accepted by 
tlie world as fighters and strategists 
equal to any turned out of the mill 
tary schools of Europe. But of Cana 
da's infant navy little has been heard 
due, probably, to the fact that the op- 
portunity for distinguishing itself has 
not yet occurred. Yet in a way the 
bluejackets of Canada are performin 
work that trains them for duty on a 
larger scale fully as arduous and dim" 
cult as that which falls to the lot of 
the Mounted Policemen. 


The navy consists of no battleships 


or armored cruisers, but of fourteen 
vessels with a total number of blue- 
Jackets and officers to man them o 
less than 400. Most of these war ves 
sels would be classed with oar mos 
quito fleet which the war with Spain 
created, and some would hardly be 
worthy of such high classification 
There are at least two schooner sai 
crafts in the fleet which have no othei 
power of propulsion than that fur 
Bished 'by wind and sails. Yet the 
Kingfisher and Osprey are fine model 
of their class, and armed with their 
small calibre guns they cruise up and 
down the coast so threateningly that 
smugglers take good care to avoid 
them. More than one heroic feat has 
been performed by these two relics o! 
an age when warships were all sailing 
craft. 


The two flagships of the navy are 


good-sized gunboats, named respective- 
ly the Ac-adia and La Canadienne. 
These ships are seaworthy boats, anc 
make good time when in pursuit of 
the enemy. The Constance, the Cur- 
lew and the Petrel are also effective 
little gunboats, which chase up and 
tiowa the coast, keeping unlawful 
Drafts from plying their nefarious busi- 
ness with the colony. 


A good deal of tlie work of Canada's 


navy Is devoted to the prevention of 
piracy and smuggling. Smuggling is 
more common along the Canadian bor- 
der than elsewhere on this continent, 
and there are plenty of queer looking 
crafts engaged in smuggling goods 
into Canada without taking the trou- 
ble to pay duties. These smugglers 
are shrewd and desperate men, and 
they resorz to tricks and evasions that 
deceive the ordinary otricers. 
Their 


methods are all conducted in the dark, 
and along lonely parts of the coast. 
On dark nights they smuggle kegs of 
liquor from the French island of St. 
Pierre to the Canadian coast, and one 
good ship load landed will pay for all 
the danger and anxiety run. Fortunes 
have been made in a few years in this 
Tvay, an'd the temptation is so great 
that many engage in it, and great are 
the resources of the smugglers. 


Against these desperate men, who do 


not hesitate at murder if necessary for 
the maturing of their plans, the little 
navy directs a good deal of its atten- 
tion. 
Some of the smugglers carry 


anas with them, and several times 
they !aave boldly resisted arrest. But 
not once in these encounters has tlie 
navy been defeated. There is a good 
deal of smuggling on the sea, as well 
as on the land, between Canada and 
the United States, and Canada's blue- 
jackets have their hands full both on 
the sea and the lake coasts in keeping 
down this unlawful trade.. 


Another important duty of the navy 


Is to look after tne fishing interests of 
the country. Regulations have been 
made by the Canadian Government to 
preserve the great fishing interests 
along her coast and to enforce these 
laws both for native and American 
fishermen the little navy its hands full. 
Foreign vessels persist in approaching 
nearer than tbe regulation three-niile 
limit, and the Canadian gunboats and 
cruisers have to warn and- signal to 
them repeatedly. The same gunboats 
have to look out for the buoys, bea- 
cons, lightships and lighthouses along 
the coast. This lighthouse work is 
generally monotonous, but sometimes 
it is full of danger and picturesque- 
ness. The stanch little gunboats have 
to weather the fiercest weather and 
seas imaginable, to reach some of the 
outer beacon lights. So rough, barren 
and deserted are the immense stretches 
of coast along the Canadian sea-border 
that the Dominion Government has es- 
tablished at various points places of 
refuge for shipwrecked mariners. If ar- 
a ship should go ashore anywhere 
along the coast there would be a ref- 
uge station somewhere in the vicinity. 
The gunboats visit these stations regu- 
larly to provide more provisions, and 
to take away any mariners that may 
have been wrecked. Hundreds of ship- 
wrecked are rescued in this way every 
year either from starvation or drown- 
ing. 


The bluejackets of this Ceet are as 


thoroughly drilled and disciplined as 
those of any other navy, but they gain 
more experience in their wild life than 


tfoaal life on board modern crack tat- 
tleehip* and armored cruisers. They 
may not understand as »»aeh about 
scientific gunnery with modern high 
explosives, but they have the rough- 
and-ready experience with 
danger 


•which makes them individually coura- 
geous, self-reliant and strategic. Like 
tie Mounted Police of the interior, or 
the rough riders of our own country, 
they are units of a small service which 
count for more than the machinelike 
soldier or sailor. Each man is efficient 
enough to sail the gunboat, work the 
guns, command a squad of fighters or 
survey a new landing. It Is this per- 
sonnel which makes the small navy of 
a weak country more efficient relative- 
ly than that of a large one. Canada's 
bluejackets in an emergency might 
easily give the English sailors some 
points in navigation and fighting, even 
as her rough riders and Mounted Po- 
lice taught Tommy Atkins a few im- 
portant phases of modern warfare in a 
rough country under conditions that 
almost demoralized Europe's best sol- 
diers.—George E. "Walsh, in Harper's 
Weekly.
